EDUCATIONAL  CABLE  PROGRATIM^NG  STUDY 


I Introduction 

The  Alberta  Educational  Coirarunications  Authority  designates 
all  educational  cable  channels  in  the  province  and  is  responsible  for 
the  supervision  and  assessment  of  educational  programming  on  cable. 

In  partial  fulfillment  of  this  role  and  in  order  that  those  concerned 
with  educational  cable  be  informed  as  to  the  current  state  of  educa- 
tional cable  in  the  province,  the  AECA  has  prepared  the  following 
study. 

II  Objectives 

The  objectives  of  this  study  were  twofold.  Firstly,  to 
provide  information  on  each  existing  consortium  that  is,  on  methods 
of  governance,  budgeting,  programming^  broadcasting  and  advertising. 
Secondly,  to  compile  statistics  on  the  type  of  programming  currently 
broadcast  by  these  consortia.  Figures  on  such  topics  as  the  percentage 
of  ACCESS  programming  and  the  percentage  of  Canadian  based  programming 
were  gathered.  It  was  felt  that  this  information  would  enable  each 
consortium  to  compare  itself  relative  to  other  consortia  in  the  province 
and  would  present  a provincial  perspective  on  educational  cable  and 
programming . 
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In  addition  to  the  information  on  the  consortia  and  their 


programming,  other  material  thought  to  be  relevant  to  the  study  was 
included.  A chart  indicating  broadcast  times  for  programs  used  by 
two  or  more  consortia  w^ts  compiled.  /I’his  information,  it  was  felt, 
might  give  all  concerned  an  idea  as  to  how  broadcast  times  for  the 
same  programs  compared  among  consortia . 

Also,  portions  of  the  ACCESS  Home  and  In-School  Audience 
Surveys,  and  other  examples  of  surveys  prepared  by  consortia  or  by 
individual  consortium  members  were  inc:luded  for  information. 

Ill  Procedures 

Information  on  each  consortium  was  compiled  from  "Memo- 
randum of  Agreement"  contracts  and  from  information  forwarded  by 
various  consortia  personnel. 

Programming  statistics  were  derived  from  logs  which  are 
sent  regularly  by  consortia  to  the  AECA.  Due  to  time  constraints 
of  the  study  and  the  enormous  number  of  programs  to  be  dealt  with, 
the  study  was  restricted  to  analysis  of  programming  for  one  month. 
The  study  was  begun  in  May  of  1979,  and  March  1979  was  the  most 
recent  month  at  that  time  in  which  logs  from  all  consortia  were 
available , 
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Information  on  programs  acquisitioned  by  consortia  was 
obtained  from  consortia  personnel,  ACCESS  Alberta  and  from  Athabasca 
University. 

IV  The  Consortia 

At  present  there  are  five  educational  cable  consortia 
operating  in  Alberta.  Each  has  a unique  membership,  governance, 
badgeting,  programming,  broadcasting  and  modes  of  advertising.  This 
is  meant  to  ensure  that  local  resources  are  utilized  and  loc^l  educa- 
tional needs  are  served.  The  consortia  at  Lethbridge  and  Medicine 
Hat  did  not  program  in  the  year  1978-79. 

All  educational  organizations  and  institutions  within  a 
given  area  are  contacted  when  a consortium  is  being  formed.  Repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  the  groups  which  become  members  form  the 
Board  of  Directors  which  sets  policy  for  the  consortium.  Thus, 
governance  at  the  local  level  is  established,  and  each  consortium 
operates  within  its  own  means. 

The  following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  five  educational 
cable  consortia;  Appendix  A contains  broadcasting  times  for  each 
consortium  in  graphic  format  for  one  week. 

EECC  Edmonton  Educational  Cable  Consortium 
Channel  13 
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Membership  in  the  Edmonton  Educational  Cable  Consortium 
includes;  Athabasca  University,  the  University  of  Alberta,  Sherwood 
Park  Separate  School  System  and  the  Edmonton  Separate  School  System, 
Each  consortium  member  has  representatives  who  sit  on  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  four  of  these  representatives  comprise  the  progrcmiming 
committee,  EECC  annual  budget  is  approximately  $25,000.00. 

The  head  end  is  situated  in  the  ESSB  service  building.  Two 

head  end  operators  (one  only  during  July  and  August)  and  a one-quarter 
time  manager  comprise  the  staff.  The  station  broadcasts^  between 
8:30  a.m.  and  10:00  p.m.  weekdays  from  September  to  June  and  from 
6:00  p.m.  to  10:00  p.m.  weekdays  in  JuJy  and  August.  When  it  is  not 
broadcasting,  the  station  is  programming  a character  generator  (the 
Message  Board) . 

Each  member  institution  in  the  consortium  is  responsible 
for  advertising  program  schedules  to  i".s  own  public  (i.e.,  ESSB 
distributes  monthly  schedules  to  each  school  system  and  publishes 
information  on  specific  programs  in  the  Office  Bulletin) . As  well, 
schedules  are  published  in  the  TV  Times  of  the  Edmonton  Journal , and 
are  broadcast  daily  on  the  Cable  13  Message  Board, 


All  Broadcast  times  were  obtained  from  a study  of 
broadcast  hours  for  March  1979. 
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EECC  is  the  only  consortium  in  the  province  which  broad- 
casts mainly  to  the  basic  education  sector.  It  also  programs  to 
the  Higher  and  Further  education  sectors.  21%  of  its  programs  are 
locally  produced.  One  half  hour  daili  is  allotted  for  request 
programming . 

B)  CETC  - Calgary  Educatior al  Television  Consortium 
Channel  13 

Membership  in  CETC  includes:  Athabasca  University,  the 

University  of  Calgary,  the  Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology, 
the  Calgary  Board  of  Education  and  Mount  Royal  College.  Each 
institution  delegates  two  representatives  (one  representative  only 
for  Athabasca  University) . One  sits  on  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  other  on  the  Programming  Committee.  CETC  annual  budget  is 
$35, 000,0a, 

The  head  end  is  located  in  the  Southern  Alberta  Institute 
of  Technology.  Staff  includes  one  coordinator,  two  operators  and 
one  secretary.  CETC  broadcasts  from  9;  CO  a.m.  to  11:30  a.m.  and 
from  5:30  p.m.  to  10:00  p.m.  weekdays,  10:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m. 
Saturdays  and  1:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Sundays  from  September  to  May. 
When  the  station  is  not  broadcasting  programming  is  done  via  a 
character  generator. 
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The  program  schedule  is  printed  weekly  in  the  television 
section  of  all  Calgary  newspapers.  The  Herald  T.V,  Times  devotes 
approximately  two  pages  to  CETC  detailed  program  descriptions. 
Advertising  for  specific  courses  is  handled  by  respective  institu- 
tions . 

CETC  broadcasts  mainly  to  higher  and  further  education 
sectors.  It  specializes  in  home  telecourses  which  are  sponsored 
by  consortium  members.  Sixteen  such  courses  will  be  available  in 
the  fall  of  1979. 


Request  programming  can  be  arranged  weekday  mornings. 

C)  GPEC  - Grande  Prairie  Educational  Consortium 
Channel  4 

GPEC  membership  includes:  Athabasca  University,  Grande 

Prairie  Public  School  District  #2357,  Grande  Prairie  Roman  Catholic 
Separate  School  District  #28,  County  of  Grande  Prairie  #1  and 
Grande  Prairie  Regional  College.  The  Poard  of  Directors  comprises 
representatives  from  each  of  these.  There  are  two  program  committees, 
one  for  basic  education  and  the  other  for  further  education.  The 
former  is  composed  of  librarians  and  teachers  from  schools  in  the 
area.  The  latter  consists  of  ‘'home  monitors"  - various  people 
selected  from  the  community  who  make  suggestions  about  and  react 
to  evening  programming  on  GPECt  The  annual  budget  for  the  consortium 
is  $15,900.00. 
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The  head  end  is  located  in  the  Grande  Prairie  Regional 
College.  One  full-time  operator  looks  after  local  programming, 
promotion  and  head  end  operation.  Broadcast  hours  are  1 ; 00  p.m  . 
to  2:15  p.m.  and  7;00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  weekdays  and  10:00  a.m.  to 
12:00  p.m.  Saturdays  from  September  tc>  June. 

Schedules  and  program  information  sheets  are  sent  or 
delivered  by  the  operator  to  all  schools  and  newspapers.  Also,  news 
releases  about  specific  programs  and  about  the  consortium  itself  are 
sent  to  the  newspapers.  The  Grande  Prairie  daily  Herald-Tribune  has 
been  very  generous  in  covering  GPEC  activities  on  its  own. 

GPEC  broadcasts  mainly  to  the  further  education  sector, 
although  a considerable  amount  of  prograiximing  is  aimed  at  the  basic 
and  higher  education  sectors. 

Request  programming  is  done  weekdays  from  9 a.m.  to  noon 
and  from  2:15  p.m.  to  3:15  p.m.  Loca]  programming  this  year 
included  a program  entitled  "Eye  to  Eye".  Plans  to  increase  local 
programming  in  the  fall  are  underway. 

D)  FMCEC  - Fort  McMurray  Consortium  for  Educatipnal 
Cablevision,  Channel  7 

Membership  in  the  Fort  McMurray  Consortium  for  Educational 
Cablevision  includes:  Athabasca  University,  Fort  McMurray  Public 
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School  District  #2833,  Fort  McMurray  Romai'i  Catholic  Separate  School 
District  #32,  the  Joint  High  School  Board,  Early  Childhood  Services, 
Fort  McMurray  Further  Education  Council  and  Keyano  College.  Two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  form  the  programming  committee. 

The  FMCEC  annual  budget  is  $2,650.00* 

The  headend  is  located  in  the  Fort  McMurray  High  School . 
FMCEC  does  not  have  any  staff  hired.  Rather  students  under  the 
supervision  of  a teacher  in  the  high  school  operate  the  head  end 
as  part  of  a work  experience  program.  Broadcasting  hours  are  from 
2:30  p.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  and  from  8:30  p.m.  to  9:30  p.m.  weekdays  from 
September  to  June.  The  local  cable  station  broadcasts  typed  news 
when  the  consortium  is  not  broadcasting.  FMCEC  is  expecting  its 
own  character  generator  this  fall. 

All  members  of  the  consortium  receive  program  schedules 
and  these  are  published  weekly  in  the  local  newspaper. 

FMCEC  broadcasts  equally  to  the  basic  education  sector 
and  to  the  further  education  sector. 

E)  SPEC  - St.  Paul  Educational  Cable  Consortium 
Channel  7 

Members  in  the  St.  Paul  Educational  Cable  Consortium  are 
St.  Paul  Public  School  District  #2228,  Glen  Avon  Separate  School 
District  #5,  St.  Paul  Regional  High  School  District  #1,  and  the 
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County  of  St.  Paul  #19.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  comprised  of 
representatives  from  each,  of  these. 

This  year  SPEC  was  involved  in  a bilingual  pilot  project 
which  was  funded  by  the  Secretary  of  Scate  in  Ottawa.  The  project 
involved  broadcasting  educational  bilingual  programming  to  the 
further  education  sector.  The  St.  Paul  consortium  hired  a coordinator 
to  arrange  for  programming  for  the  project.  SPEC  received  $57,626.00 
to  execute  this  project.  An  extra  $100.00  was  obtained  so  that 
Saturday  morning  programs  might  be  brordcast. 

The  SPEC  head  end  is  located  in  the  St.  Paul  Regional  High 
School.  Staff  hired  this  year  included  a supervisor,  a programmer, 
an  operator  and  one  part-time  secretary.  The  station  broadcasts 
between  6:30  p.m.  and  8:30  p.m.  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  and 
from  10:00  a.m.  to  12:00  p.m.  on  Saturc ay  mornings.  An  optical  card 
reader  broadcasts  messages  from  12:00  p.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  and  from 
4:30  p.m.  to  8:30  a.m.  on  weekdays.  Broadcastings  is  from  September 
to  June. 


Program  schedules  are  published  weekly  in  the  St.  Paul 
Journal  and  are  advertised  on  radio. 

SPEC  broadcasts  mainly  to  the  further  education  sector. 
Plans  for  local  programming  are  currently  underway. 
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V Programming 


A)  PrograiTjning  Statistics  lor  March  1979 

All  programming  statistics  represent  a study  of  one  month. 
These  were  obtained  from  the  March  1979  logs  sent  to  the  AECA  by 
each  consortium. 


The  following  was  compiled  for  each  consortium:  number 

of  programs  broadcast,  niamber  of  hours  broadcast,  percentage  of 
programming  obtained  from  ACCESS,  percentage  of  programming  obtained 
from  other  sources,  and  percentage  of  programming  which  originated 
in  Canada.  The  "total"  or  provincial  figures  for  these  items  follow 
those  of  the  consortia.  (See  Appendix  B for  this  information  in 
table  format) 


1)  EECC  In  March  of  this  year  the  EECC  broadcast  63 
programs  for  a total  of  300.  6 hours.  67%  of  these 
programs  were  obtained  from  ACCESS.  21%  were  produced 
from  head  end.  8%  were  obtained  from  Athabasca 
University  and  4%  from  the  University  of  Alberta. 

84%  of  all  programs  broadcast  for  the  month  originated 
in  Canada. 

2)  CETC  In  March  of  this  year  the  CETC  broadcast  32 
programs  for  a total  of  186.5  hours.  28%  of  these 
were  obtained  from  ACCESS,  19%  from  Athabasca  Univer- 
sity, 16%  from  the  University  of  Calgary,  16%  from 
the  Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology,  13%  from 
the  Calgary  Board  of  Education  and  9%  from  Mount  Royal 
College.  69%  of  all  programs  broadcast  for  the  month 
originated  in  Canada. 
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3)  GPEC  In  March  of  this  year  the  GPEC  broadcast  37 
programs  for  a total  of  77.5  hours,  87%  of  these 
were  obtained  from  ACCESS  and  13%  from  Athabasca 
University,  78%  of  all  programs  broadcast  for  the 
month  originated  in  Cane  da. 

4)  FMCEC  In  March  of  this  year  the  FMCEC  broadcast  19 
programs  for  a total  of  44  hours.  Since  the  FMCEC 
head  end  was  being  moved,  however,  broadcasting  was 
done  for  3 weeks.  Therefore,  the  figure  of  19 
programs  is  not  comparable  to  other  consortia  figures. 
The  actual  44  hours  of  broadcasting  was  adjusted  to 

54  hours  on  the  basis  that  broadcasting  for  the 
fourth  week  in  the  month  vould  be  identical  to  that 
of  the  other  three.  Hence,  54  hours  of  broadcasting 
time  for  March  1979  is  en  adjusted  figure,  but  is 
comparable  to  other  consortia.  84%  of  FMCEC  programs 
were  obtained  from  Athabasca  University.  63%  of  all 
programs  originated  in  Canada. 

5)  SPEC  In  March  of  this  year  the  SPEC  broadcast  28 
programs  for  a total  of  35  hours.  64%  of  these  were 
obtained  from  ACCESS,  32%  from  the  National  Film 
Board  and  4%  from  Mount  Royal  College.  Other  program 
sources  not  utilized  in  March  were  the  Service  Cultural 
Francais  and  the  Canadian  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corpor- 
ation. 89%  of  all  programs  broadcast  for  the  month 
originated  in  Canada. 

6)  Provincial  Perspective  123  different  programs  were 
utilized  by  the  five  cable  consortia  in  March  1979. 

70  programs  were  obtained  from  ACCESS  (57%) , 9 from 
the  National  Film  Board  (7.3%),  8 from  Athabasca 
University  (6.5%),  5 from  the  Southern  Alberta  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  (.4%)  , 5 from  the  University  of 
Calgary  (4%)  , 4 from  tl«e  Calgary  Board  of  Education 
(3.2%),  3 from  Mount  Royal  College  (2.4%),  3 from 
the  University  of  Alberta  (2.4%),  and  16  were  pro- 
duced locally  by  the  EECC  (13%).  83.7%  of  these 

programs  originated  in  Canada. 
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B)  Broadcast  Times  for  Comnonly  used  Prograjns 


Of  the  total  123  programs  aired  during  March  of  1979, 
those  which  were  used  by  more  than  one  consortium  were  compiled 
with  the  various  start-up  times  at  which  they  were  broadcast, 

(see  Appendix C ) The  education  sectors  for  which  these  programs 
are  suggested  are  also  included. 

VI  Audience  Surveys 

The  following  surveys  were  bent  to  the  AECA  and  are 
included  here  for  your  information.  The  Home  Audience  and  In- 
School  Surveys  conducted  b/  the  Alberta  Educational  Communications 
Corporation  Research  and  Evaluation  department  provide  statistics 
on  educational  cable  utilization  in  tne  province  in  1978.  The 
three  GPEC  surveys  were  conducted  on  an  informal  basis  by  that 
consortium  and  are  included  here  as  examples  of  the  kinds  of 
surveys  which  can  be  conducted  to  determine  audience  reactions 
to  programming.  The  last  two  surveys  conducted  by  the  universities 
are  included  for  the  same  reasons.

A)  ACCESS  Home  Audience  Suiryey  - Fall  J978^ 

Educational  Cable  Consorti\im 

Of  the  915  respondents  from  the  Calgary  and  Edmonton  areas,  Fort 
McMurray,  Grande  Prairie,  and  St,  Paul,  27%  had  heard  of  the 
educational  cable  consortium  in  their  area.  This  represents  a 
4 percentage  point  increase  over  the  number  of  respondents  who 
had  heard  of  the  consortium  in  1977,  Twenty-eight  percent  of 
the  respondents  in  the  Calgary  area  had  heard  of  the  local 
educational  cable  consortiiim,  comj'ared  with  25%  in  1977.  Of 
the  respondents  in  the  Edmonton  a>  ea,  26%  had  heard  of  the  local 
cable  consortium,  compared  with  21%  in  1977.  Of  the  total  number 
of  respondents  in  the  province  who  had  heard  of  the  consortium, 

5%  were  regular  ACCESS  viewers. 

Of  the  people  who  had  heard  of  the  educational  cable  consortium 
in  their  area,  27%  had  watched  at  least  one  program  on  their 
local  consortium  channel  during  the  month  prior  to  the  survey, 
and  10%  during  the  week  prior  to  the  survey.  These  results  are 
very  similar  to  those  registered  in  the  1977  survey.  In  the 
month  prior  to  the  survey,  17%  of  the  respondents  in  the  Calgary 
area  and  35%  in  the  Edmonton  area  who  had  heard  of  the  local 
cable  consortium,  watched  at  least  one  program  on  their  local 
consortium  channel.

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Calgary  area  and  16%  in  the  Edmonton  area,  who  had  heard  of 
the  educational  cable  consortium,  watch  at  least  one  program 
on  their  local  cable  consortium  channel  in  the  week  prior  to 
the  survey,  compared  to  11%  and  10%  in  1977,  respectively. 

These  results  indicate  an  increased  awareness  of  the  consortium 
in  both  the  Calgary  and  Edmonton  areas.  However,  the  number 
of  respondents  watching  the  consortium  channel  has  increased 
in  the  Edmonton  area,  but  has  decreased  in  the  Calgary  area. 

Observations 

Less  than  one-third  of  the  respondents  in  the  areas  serviced  by 
educational  cable  consortium  had  heard  of  the  consortium  in 
their  area.  Further,  less  than  one-third  of  these  respondents 
had  v/atched  one  or  more  programs  during  the  month  prior  to  the 
survey.  The  proportion  of  respondents,  in  both  the  Calgary  and 
Edmonton  areas,  who  had  heard  of  the  educational  cable  consortium 
has  increased  since  1977.  The  proportion  of  respondents  who  had 
watched  one  or  more  programs  during  the  week  prior  to  the  survey 
has  decreased  in  the  Calgary  area,  while  increasing  in  the 
Edmonton  area.
